Strudel dough 
Makes two long horseshoes, enough 
serve 

tablespoons vegetable oil; 

eggs; 

teaspoon salt; 

cup lukewarm water; 

cups all-purpose flour; 

Extra oil (for slapping dough); 

tablespoon melted butter. 

Use fork beat the oil, eggs, and salt 
together, then gradually beat the water. 

Pile the flour into another bowl and 
make large well the center. Pour 
the egg liquids and stir them with fork, 
incorporating the flour from 
around the sides the bowl, until the 
mixture comes together sticky mass. 

Turn the contents the bowl out onto 
your work surface. Put couple 
tablespoons oil plate and dip 
hand into the oil. Pick the dough and 
slap down onto your work surface over 
and over again least 200 times un- 
til the dough shiny and elastic. (This 
not difficult. tiring, however, 
allow yourself rest when your arm gives 
out. important give the dough all 
200 slaps.) 

Put the melted butter plate, then 
transfer the dough the plate, using 
metal plastic pastry scraper; turn the 
dough over both sides are buttered. 
Tuck the edges dough all around; 
make smooth mound and cover with 
bowl. Set the dough warm place for 
minutes.

Savory strudel rolls 

The strudel-dough recipe above will 
make two rolls. filling one with 
feta and one with mushroom; make 
two rolls with one kind filling, double 
the filling recipes. 

recipe strudel dough; 

cups unsalted butter, melted; 

Extra flour (for rolling); 

cup browned breadcrumbs; 

recipe mushroom filling; 

recipe feta-cheese-and-dill filling. 

Set the oven 400 degrees. Cover 
table with cotton sheet, tablecloth 
that hangs well over the sides. (If the 
cloth doesn’t, secure the table pre- 
vent from sliding.) 

Have two large baking sheets.on hand. 
they don’t have rims all four sides 
(the strudel oozes during baking), make 
rims lining the sheets with foil and 
turning the edges. Lightly butter 
both (foil lined) baking sheets and set 
them aside. 

Take off all your jewelry (including 
your watch) and roll your sleeves past 
the elbows. 

Sprinkle the cloth all over with flour, 
putting little more right the center 
the cloth. 

Divide the strudel dough half (you 
will stretch half time). Return one 
half under the bowl. Set the other half 
the center the cloth. Turn over and 
pat the other side with flour. Flour your 
hands and rolling pin and roll the dough 
thinly you can, keeping centered. 

Put the rolling pin aside and place both 
hands, palms the 
dough the center. Gently pull your

hands toward you. Then move over lit- 
tle, put your hands underneath the dough 
the center again, and make complete 
circuit the table, pulling your hands 
underneath the dough the center and 
pulling them toward you; this will even- 
tually stretch the dough, though first 
may not seem that anything happen- 
ing. will take minutes stretch the 
dough quite thin. 

easy catch the dough with 
finger fingernail, don’t worry about 
any tears this point. (You may even 
find that small tear will the size 
saucer before too long.)

dough two feet wide some places. 
will become almost transparent spots. 

Use knife trim the thick edge, 
removing about inch all around. 

Leave the dough for minutes. 

With soft brush, dribble some butter 
all over the dough (do not actually touch 
the brush the dough). Sprinkle half the 
breadcrumbs the butter, leaving 
border two inches the edges. Then 
drop one the fillings tiny mounds all 
over the crumbs (again, not spread it, 
simply scatter it). 

You are about roll the dough up. 
First, fold both long sides several 
inches. Then pick the end the cloth 
nearest you and tip the dough 
rolls over onto itself. Keep gathering the 
cloth, holding higher than the table, 
the strudel keeps rolling up, until en- 
tirely rolled. 

Set baking sheet next the roll and 
carefully lift one end the strudel and 
set along edge the sheet, gradually 
picking more and more the strudel 
make large horseshoe shape the 
baking sheet. (The dough surprisingly 
strong and can transferred without 
harm. you happen break 
anywhere, simply bake two por- 
tions.) 


Brush the top the dough gently 


some melted butter. 

Bake the strudel the preheated oven 
for from minutes, until the 
dough golden brown (it will swim- 
ming butter during the baking). 
Remove from the oven and leave 
cool completely. 

serve: cut the strudel the 
diagonal into four-inch portions and 
reheat them preheated 400-degree 
oven for minutes, until they are 
very hot the touch. Serve them once. 


Feta-cheese-and-dill filling 


Makes enough fill one long horseshoe 

Scant pound imported feta cheese; 

8-ounce container large-curd cottage 
cheese; 

cup unsalted butter, room 
temperature; 

Bunch fresh dill, very finely chopped; 

egg; 

Freshly ground black pepper, taste. 

Crumble the feta cheese into bowl 
and mix with the cottage cheese and 
butter. Stir the dill, then the egg; add 
plenty black pepper. 

Taste this for seasoning (the feta 
cheese should have added sufficient 
saltiness the mixture) and use 
directed.

The authors three new novels whale life have 
been inspired (to use the term generously) mix our 
scant evidence whale behavior with this new 
perspective. The brew less 
mixture than murky suspension. are the 
one, man “who kills just because wants 
another, and man malignant presence” 


the third. The aquatic protagonists are saddled with the 


one-dimensional obverse. Whales white hats look 
silly. 

Whalesong, Robert Siegel (Crossways Books, 
$9.95) the slimmest and murkiest the three. Siegel, 
poet, novelist, and mostly English professor the 
University Wisconsin, suffering from 
degenerative form Beowulf-on-the-brain. But his 
own myth-making skills are few, consisting mostly 
capitalizing events self-discovery like The Lonely 
Cruise and The Plunge the process watched over, 
course, The Great Whale.

Having escaped the bounds literature, Siegel not 
about constrained science. has picked 
that whales sing and that they sometimes feed 
burping net bubbles.

They mate for life only for 
Siegel, and, know, are worse lyricists than George

Robert Parker: private

obert Parker best known

successor Raymond Chandler, 


Dashiell Hammett, and Ross Macdonald, 
Parker, 49, among the best his 
generation such novelists. His books 
have brought him readers numbering 
the thousands and income that has 
tecently moved into the six-figure 
category.

Chandler was interested 
honor, suppose, and honorable 
behavior, and Hammett was interested, 
think, trying formulate some kind 
behavior pattern, 
ticularly the Parker said. 

think I’m reasonably evenhanded 
condemnation people who not 
care about things that seem apparent they 
should care about, who are finally caught 
their own needs, wants, desires, 
lusts, that they can’t behave any 
coherent way. They kick around like 
from Robert Frost. The worst people are 
the people who worked out some 
kind system which they ought 
behave themselves. don’t say the system 
has mine, but there has some 
where there none. try very often 
use something that almost universally 
acceptable children, for instance 
way getting (without preaching 
particular system) the drawback hav- 
ing system. There’s nothing new 
attitude. Hemingway thought about 
it, and did lots other people. 

chaotic and uncertain world. 
don’t believe God anything. not 
unduly patriotic. think the law can 
wrong. think government oc- 
Parker underscores the 
word sarcastically me, now 
and then. You can’t depend upon the 
world for system behavior. You have 
make up. People who not take the 
trouble make one are then way 
captives whim fear whatever.” 

Parker carves out through 
Spenser kind thinking man’s 
ethics. Those ethics are derivative and 
relatable to, the broadest sense, 
own life. Born Springfield, the 
son telephone company executive, 
and raised there and New Bedford, 
Parker went Colby College, where 
met and fell love with Joan Hall. 
returned her after two-year stint 
the Army, with time Korea, and has 


been married her for years. She calls 
him Ace. She now staff development 
specialist for the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment Education. They have two sons, 
David, dancer based New York and 
member the Jerry Ames Tap Dance 
Company, and Daniel, freshman 
Sarah Lawrence.

Pharoah Sanders takes flight again

well have been the gorgon her adopted 
daughter. depicts. Certainly 
formances movies like Queen Bee and 


Harriet Craig and her Grand Guignol- 


style horror pictures (Straight-Jacket, 
Berserk, and forth) make easy 
imagine her stalking her Brentwood 
cold fury, ferreting out stains 
‘and dustballs, and hissing lines like, I’m 
not mad you, I’m mad the dirt!’’ But 
that’s the Joan Crawford that lovers 
camp have long clasped their bosoms. 
The ferocity, the selfishness, and 
Nietzschean will power all 
part her joke, her legend, her tragi- 
comedy. And some essential way, 
seeing them the screen again 
not much shocking smirkily 
funny. 

Besides, Christina’s book such 
ugly, petulant rant that the movie seems 
pleasant and even sort healthy com- 
parison. screen, least, get 
look Irene delirious cos- 
tumes vamp outfits with padded 
shoulders, frilly Heidi dresses that match 
her obscene, bejeweled 
brooches that drip like tumor from 
burgundy lapel.
